The Memory of the Ant. 

Exyreriments are continually. being 
made to test. the memory of animals, 
such as the elephant, the dog, the 
bull; but it would seem-a thankless 
undertaking to ascertain whether the 
ant bas a memory, Nevertheless, a 
scientist in South America thinks he 
Isolating. two of the 
largest species of tropical: ants -he 
could find, he so arranged their re- 
ceptacle that they could get no food 
without climbing over a circular: slant 
into another compartment. Over 
this slant, when ‘the food was_ not 
there, he placed a crimson cord and 
the ants very soon learned to inter- 
pret the signal and never attempted 
to climb over it. Thinking, after a 
time, that there might be something 
in the color that repelled them auto- 
matically, asthe bull is affected un- 
pleasantly .by red, he replaced the 
red cord by cords of varying colors, 
always with the same result after the 
ants had made a few. excursions over 
the slant and come back hungry.
